NKWtAND'S VIKWS. 


At the "National Miuing Congress fit 


Helena, Montana. Francis G. Newlantls 
•was elected President. 
OQ taking bis 


seat Mr. Newlands made a strong silver 
speech iu which he endorsed the action 
of the silver men, and urged the mining 
States to put the interests of silver before 
the interests of party. He contended 
that the electoral votes of the mining 
States should be cast for no person toi 
President \vho would not agree to per- 
mit any silver act passed by Congress to 
become a law. Most of the Democratic 
members of the present House, he said, 
represented a southern and western con- 
stituency which is overwhelmingly iu 
favor of free coinage. These members 
are 
candidates 
for 
re-election 
and 


pledges should be exacted from them 
that they would not, in the event of the 
election being thrown in the House, vote 
for any man for President unless he 
gives assurances that 
the 
Executive 


power would not be used against the 
popular will. 


Mr. Newlands is also reported as say 


ing that the three national parties in the 
mining 
States 
should 
instruct 
theii 


electors to act independently in the 
electoral college in the interests of the 
silver cause rather than in the interest of 
any candidate. Iu this way whichevoi 
party won iu these States their entire 
vote 
would 
be 
aggregated 
in the 


electoral college and would probably 
hold the balance of power which is as 
strong a position as that of an actual 
majority. 


If Mr, Nowlands is correctly reported 


in the synopsis of lug t>poGch sent by 
telegraph his viens, while in some re 
speots coinciding with those of 
the 


Silver Party of Nevada, differ materially 
from those of the silver men in other 
respects. Why is it necessiry to divide 
iuto three parties iu the Silver States on 
the silver question when two of the 
national parties arei outspoken in their 
platforms against free coinage and the 
third is unequivocally in favor of it? 
The Republican and Democratic State 
Conventions in 1803 in Novad i declared 
that the restoration of silver to its 
former staodiud is essential to the pros- 
perity of the country aud paramount to 
iiU other cotniderations. 
Such being 


the declaration of the old parties in this 
State, would it not bo inconsistent tc 
vote for the Presidential nominees o 
either, who aro pledged by platform 
ng.vinst free coinage, when there is 
third candidate in the field who is 
pledged to restore silyer to its old 
jatandird? 
It would not look honest to 


jnit two more sots of Presidential elect- 
ors i<» the Held, one set for Cleveland anc 
suiotliur set for Harrison, with the under- 
standing that uuder certain conditions 
tlifty should vote for neither, when there 
are already in the fluid ttueo reliable 
candidates for electors pledged to vote 
for a free coinage candidate and the 
choice of the people of Nuvada for Presi 
dent. 
Surely Mr. Newlands cannoi 


question the iutogri^ of Mr. Wren, Mr 
Bonnifield and Mr. Powning. 
They 


have spent the greater part of their lived 
in Nevada and aro thoroughly identfiet 
•with its interests. 
They were uaani 


inously elected by an as intelligent ant 
representative a body of men as esre 
iissemble.il in Nevada, many of whom 
Smve heen prominent in tho councils ol 
the llopubhcajt <iud Democratic parties 
"What then is tho occasion for making 
other selections for the same position' 
Are there proteased friends of silver in 
Nevada »o fastidious that they canno 
support the Silver Putty electors, or any 
other for that matter, unless they are 
gold coated with Cleveland or Harri 
son!

An Embargo on Passenger Traffle in 


SUosUone County. 


SPOKANE, Jaly 15.—Word wns received 


at 1 P. M. that a terrible exp'osion was 
heard over at Ccear d'Alene last night, 
oansed by the strikers blowing op the rail- 
road bridges between Mullan and Wallace. 


POBTLAND, Jnly 15.—The following order 


was received at the headquarters of the 
Union Pacific to-day from the Provost 
Marshal at Wallaoa, Idaho: 


"You are hereby directed not to sell 


tickets or transport passengers through the 
county of Shoshono to-day. This order 
has no effect on the carrying of United 
States mails and express and passengers 
under military passes from the military 
authorities acting for the Governor. 


(Signed) J. F. Curtis, Col., Idaho 


National Guard." 


Assistant Superintendent O'Brien of the 


Union Pacific telegraphs as follows: 
"A 


special tiain has just been ordered by V, 
M. Clements, Superintendent of the Bunker 
Hill aud Sullivan mines, frem Tokeo to 
Wardner, for the purpose, it is thought, of 
taking the non-union men back into the 
mines." 


WALI/AOB, July 15.—Two railroad bridges 


oear Mnllan were blown np last ni^bt, and 
with them several telegraph poles. Strikers 
alao out down a number of poles, thus 
shutting off communication by lhat route 
(or a time. The Gem and Granite mines 
.ire all right. The rumor that the Granite 
mine had been blown up probably started 
from the leport of the explosion when the 
bridges were destroyed. 


The military investment of all the towns 


is complete. No one is allowed to go out 
without a pasg. It is probable that many 
of the union miners will be arrested to- 
morrow. 


SPOIANK, Jaly 15 —The military has ar 


reatea Jack Wallace at Cataldo, who is 
suspected of being a ring leader in the Mis 
nion massacre and who runs a low resort in 
that country. Troops ai-a deploying from 
Oataldo to-day, and it is thought the hillu 
will be scoured for other suspects. The 
troublrd district has been closed to travel 
Nobody is permitted to go into the country 
without a military pas*. General Oarlin 
now has 1,000 
troops under his com 


maud, and has called on all members of the 
Miners' Union to come in and surrender 
Notwithstanding the presence of troopgthe 
stiikers continue to make their presence 
felt, 
They ere still ordering spotted in- 


dividuals out of the eoantry. 


Newspaper correspondents are particu- 


larly objectionable to them. A special to the 
Review says that three carloads of non- 
onion men, taken out to Tokoa for safety, 
have been taken back to Wardner, and wil 
be set to work. Thsy were taken in under 
protection of regular troops. No disturb- 
ance was raised upon their arrival. Fugi- 
tives from Mission continue to btraggle into 
Spokane. So far none o£ the wild stories 
about loss of life there have been veri- 
fied. One wounded man has been picked 
np and now lies in the hospilal at Wallace. 
Troops aqd others ore searching Fourth of 
July Canyon. It is Jjot likely that the 
truth will ever be learned about tliig shoot- 
ing affair.

Carrier pigeons for the Navy. 


When tho United, States practice ship 


Constellation sailed on the cadets' sum- 
mer voyage Monday afternoon it had 
aboard g, number of homing pigeons, 
to bo used as means of communication 
between the ship and points ashore. The 
birds will be liberated at intervals, and 
are expected to bring official messages 
from the practice vessel to the naval 
academy, where a loft or cote haa re- 
cently been established,- 


If the experiment should prove st 


cessful the government will probably 
find it profitable to the navy to encour- 
age the homing pigeon service with the 
pinall appropriation needed to parry ou|> 
tho plans of the projectors of the enter- 
prise, 
At present the facilities for 


training birds at tho naval academy aro 
limited, no government appropriation 
being available. At Fortress Monroe, 
the first stopping, place of the ship, it is 
possible several trained birds from Bal- 
timore, Philadelphia and Now York will 
bo taken aboard and later dispatched 
yyjth, information from the cruising 
ground's.' Tho headquarters at Wash- 
ington will also be poste'd of the wher,e>- 
abouts of the vessel through winged 
messengers from that city. A loft of 
birds to accompany the ship will no 
doubt he sufficiently trained toward the 
close of the voyage to be useful jn con- 
veying messages' ashore. — Annapolis 
Cor. Baltimore Sun.

Diamonds »t tn« Fair. 


The exhibit of minerals and precious 
stones at the World's fair in Chicago 
will be unusually complete and interest- 
ing. The diamond department, under 
direction of a company from South Af- 
rica, will be more closely studied than 
anything else, for here in a mass of 
'b-tee stuff' will be .hidden- $250,000 
worth of diamonds, some ot which will 
every day be washed oat and put on the 
polishing wheel in the presence of the 
public. The old ways of diamond min- 
ing, like the old ways of gold washing, 
are gone, never to return, and the in- 
dustry is now reduced to the same'mat- 
ter of fact business as manufacture. 
The entire process, from shoveling the 
clay to the work of dredging, washing 
in rotary machines, sorting pebbles and 
cutting and polishing, will be seen daily. 


The De Beers -and Kimberly mines 


will supply most of the material. It is 
about a quarter of a century since old 
Farmer De Beers sat under a tree watch- 
ing bis little girl roll a pebble on his 
lawn. A trader named O'Reilly hap- 
pened to pass and the glitter of the 
plaything attracted his notice. Exam- 
ination proved it to be a fine diamond. 
Prospectors came swarming in as soon 
as the news had got about, and four 
years later the farmer was glad to sell 
his farm for $80,000 to get rid of the 
mob. 
Up to 1870 $9,000,000 worth of 


gems had been taken out cf his farm, 
but he waa probably satisfied, for he be- 
longed to an unexcitable race.—Ex- 
change.

Prime Mlnlnter< 


Signer Giovanni Giolitti, the new Ital- 


ian premier, is said to be the youngest 
head of a ministry that Italy has had 
since Cavour. He is barely fifty years 
of age, and has only been in parliament 
ten years. In the caricatures of him in 
The Don Chisciotte he used to be rep- 
resented, owing to his being one of the 
tallest of the deputies, by what might 
be called a hop pole clad in a long over- 
coat and very high silk hat. 
When he 


was twenty-two he took his degree of 
doctor of law, and in 1870, when Signer 
Depretis was in power, he had become 
director of customs. Signor Crispi made 
him minister of the treasury in March, 
1889, and in November, 1800, minister 
of finance. A month later Signor Gio- 
litti resigned, owing to a difference with 
the minister of public works, whose ex- 
penditure he wished to cut down. He 
then helped to bring about the fall of 
the Criapi cabinet. Signor Giolitti is 
the leader of the Piedmontese group of 
the left center.—London News. 


Sheep from Persia.

agriculturally minded. They were ship- 
ped from Persia, and an attempt is to 
be made to introduce their breeding into 
this country.

A Fly That Kill* IJorsus. 


All \vhite men who visit regions in 


Africa infested by tho tsetse fly have 
much to say about it. There is now 
evidence that the tsetse is moving grad- 
ually to more northern regions, and tlie 
cause ia supposed to bo that Sonth 
Africa is depleted of its large game, 
much of which is moving noi'thward to 
get away from hunters, and the tsetse 
fly is going with it. 


Tho insect is only a little larger than 


tho ordinaiy hon&e fly, and it resembles 
the honey bee. Its sting is hardly as 
annoying as that of tho mosquito, but 
near tho base of the proboscis is a little 
bag \vhiuh contains its poison, 
(t lives 


on the blood of animals, and only a few 
species are fatally aii'ccled by its bito. 
Cattle, hoises and dogs, however, can- 
not livo NY hen bitten by the tsetse fly. 
Natives who herd cattle and travelers 
who depend on hoises and oxen must 
avoid the fly regions or lose their stock 
For human beings its bite has no serious 
consequences. —Pittsbtrrg Dispatch,
